Traditions is that the church had 
originally gone by another name 
and the name was changed to 
Shiloh because many of its mem- 
bers lost there lives at the battle of 
Shiloh during the Civil War. There 
is nothing indicated in the earliest 
record book to indicate this name 
change. It is known that many 
were killed in this battle. 

The church discipline was very 
strict at Shiloh. In 1859 several 
members were expelled. 

On May 14,1859, the church 
adopted a resolution that any male 
member absent from three 

consecutive conferences would 
be reported by the, clerk as a delin- 
GGéfit member td be déalt with by 
the church. 

Black slaves were accepted for 
membership. Two of these are 
mentioned by name in the record, 
Moses, a servant of C.S. Lee, and 
Rosa, who belonged to M.B. 
Halstead. Both were received on 
profession of. faith. The black 
members. who transgressed the 
rules of the church were expelled 
along with the whites. 

Beginning in 1861 several ref- 
erences were made to the Civil 
War in the church records. 

On June 2, the church agreed to 
“meet at candle-light each 
Saturday evening to offer devo- 
tions and prayers to God for the 
Confederate States of America”. A 
note was made on October 4, 1862

Times were difficult at the 
church in the post-war era, The 
church voted to meet with repre- 
sentatives from New Providence 
Church in 1868 to consider the 
consolidation of the two congre- 
gations, At this meeting the dele- 
gates from the two churches 
agreed to combine, but at the next 
conference at Shiloh the members 
rejected the move. 

Around 1878 the church took a 
very unusual action for its day in 
that they granted a woman, Mrs. 
Musslewhite, permission to 
preach in the church building. For 
a woman to occupy a pulpit was 
almost unheard of in that day. 

During the late 1800’s and early 
1900's Shiloh was requested by 
Siloam Church and Alberton 
Baptist to ordain men to preach 
the Gospel. Also during the 1920's 
Shiloh became inactive for a peri- 
od of time. A tent revival meeting 
near the home of Edmond Hatcher 
secured 25 members. and the 
church reopened. Again in 1940 
the church became inactive. In 
1946 a revival was held and the 
church reopened, 

The Church has been rebuilt 
and renovated several times dur- 
ing its history. In 1997 the-current 

church was built. It is located on 

the same grounds of the original 
church site.

Among the other forged docu- 
ments was a form Thomas creat- 
ed that was purported to be a 
government form _ giving 
Thomas guardianship of the 
child, with a forged signature of 
Coffee County Probate Judge 
Gammill. In addition, Thomas 
went to a federal Social Security 
office and fraudulently obtained 
a replacement Social Security 
card for the child, claiming that 
she was his guardian and that 
his card had been lost. 

The crimes were uncovered 
after the child's mother had 
been notified that her son was 
eligible for free school tunches 
as a food stamp recipient, and 
she contacted DHR about the 
error, The mother later 
reviewed the signatures provid- 
ed to DHR by Thomas in her 
name, said they were forgeries, 
and that her son had lived with 
her since birth and never been 
out of her household, 

Probate Judge Gamumill pro- 
vided investigators with a sworn 
statement that the form provided 
by Thomas to DHR was not a 
form of his office, that the sig- 
nature was not his, and that 
there was no record of any court 
proceedings involving the child.

Former Ambassador to the 
United Nations Sichan Siv told 
Troy University graduates 
Friday that having a positive 
outlook and adapting in the face 
of adversity are the keys to suc- 
cess. 

The speaker, Sichan Siv, 
served as the 28th ambassador 
to the United Nations Economic 
and Social Council.

dren, a spouse and other family 
and still be on the program. 
This program is wonderful for 
our state and taxpayers too since 
Miss Pearl arid everyone on this 
program qualifies for Medicaid 
to pay for their nursing home 
costs.

* Case Management is provid- 
ed for each client. The Case 
Manuyer coordinates services, 
makes home visits, provides an 
ongoing needs assessment, and 
information and referrals for 
legal services, community pro- 
grams and assistance in apply- 
ing for benefits and entitle- 
ments, 

* Adult Day Health Care pro- 
vides social and health care for 
individuals who need additional 
interaction or who can no longer 
remain safely at home, It pro- 
vides health monitoring and also 
allows the caregiver the freedom 
to continue to work or to have 
additional time for other needs 
and interests, Limited trans- 
portation is provided to bring 
clients to and from the Day Care 
Center. 

* Home Delivered Frozen 
Meals are delivered to the home 
once per week.

The. — Coffee - County 
Commission met Tuesday 
morning, May 29, for the regu- 
lar bimonthly meeting. The 
meeting was held on Tuesday 
due to the Memorial Day holi- 
day on Monday, May 28. 

During the meeting, commis- 
sioners opened bids received for 
the construction of a new cell at 
the Coffee County Landfill. The 
cell'are used for storage of solid 
waste brought to the landfill. 

The bids opened during 
Tuesday's meeting were for 
construction of cell number six 
at the landfill, 

Four bids were received and 
opened by commissioners. 
These included: a bid from T & 
K Construction in the amount of 
$1,988,651.15; a bid from 
APAC in the amount of 
$2,132,825.25; a bid. from 
Wiregrass Construction in the 
amount of $1,927,137.50; and a 
bid from S.A. Graham Co. in the 
amount of $2,119,872.80. 

Upon the recommendation of 
county engineer Randy Tindell, 


commissioners voted to table 
the bids. Tindell said tabling 
would allow time to look over 
the bids and make sure every- 
thing is in order before the job is 
awarded. He said he will report 
back at the next meeting. 

‘Also during Tuesday’s meet- 
ing, commissioners voted to 
allow Tindell to place a few var- 
ious items on GovDeals.com for 
sale. 

In a report from the sheriff's 
department, Chief Deputy R. W. 
Whitworth spoke on behalf of 
Sheriff Dave Sutton. Whitworth 
said the sheriff could not be at 
the meeting due to him being 
the guest speaker at a local 
D.A.R.E. graduation ceremony 
Tuesday morning. 


Whitworth said the sheriff's — 


department has been participat- 
ing in the “Click It or Ticket” 


campaign held annually. He said 
this is something the sheriff's 
department has done in the past. 

Whitworth also reported that 
the department continues to fol- 
low leads concerning some bur- 
glaries within the county. He 
said he hopes some headway 
will be made with this in the 
near future. 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens took the opportunity 
Tuesday to thank all applicants 
that applied for the county 
administrator position. He said 
there were many well-qualified 
applicants, and he thanked them 
for their interest. 

Following Stephens’ remarks, 
Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
made a motion she said upon 
recommendation of the county
